A DEMONSTRATION WAS HELD IN HYDE PARK 
last Sunday to protest against the arrest of Mr. 
Parnell and other Land Leaguers. It is estimated 
that at least 40,000 persons were present; but only 
a small proportion of the assemblage evinced any 
sympathy with the objects of the meeting. The 
crowd was addressed from six temporary platforms ; 
but the only member of Parliament present was 
Mr. O’Dounell, who delivered a speech composed in 
great part of violent denunciation of Messrs. Glad- 
stone, Bright, and Forster, but arguing in support of 
the no rent doctrine that its principle was recognised 
in the Land Act. He taunted Mr. Gladstone with 
having got into office by playing the part of 
“ sedition-monger,” and doing the “dirty work of 
the Czar of Russia,” and declared that had a Tory 
Government resorted to coercion in Ireland as the 
the present had done, Liberal protests would have 
been heard from all parts of the country. A meeting 
held in 'Trafalgar-square on Saturday night with the 
same object was interrupted by rain, and ended in a 
free fight. 

NATIONAL LIBERAL FEDERATION. 


The meeting of the federated associations of the 
National Liberal Federation was held at Liverpool 
on Tuesday. About 200 county and borough asso- 
ciations elected delegates to attend the council 
meeting, which was held in the new City Hall, at 
which Mr. Jesse Collings, M.P., the president of the 
federation, presided. Mr. Chamberlain was the “ big 
gun ” of the meeting. 


HERAT CAPTURED. 

The Viceroy telegraphs that news has been received 

in Quetta of the capture of Herat. A battle was 

fought outside the city, in the course of which the 
Herati infantry regiments deserted Ayoub Khan. 


THE VISIT OF KING HUMBERT TO VIENNA 
is said to seal the alliance of Italy with Germany and 
Austriu. The idea of the alliance is to favour the 
easterly exteusion of Austria at the expense of a 
portion of her Italian territory. But no alliance can 
be lasting unless it is an alliance of Peoples.

SPAIN AND GIBRALTAR. 

The newspapers of Madrid mention a scheme which 
has been set on foot for a national subscription for 
the purpose of buying Gibraltar from Ingland. 
Some Madrid bankers are said to have offered to give 
5,000,000£. towards this object. If England refuse 
to entertain the proposition, the proceeds of the sub- 
scription are to be employed in fortifying points on 
the Straits both in Africa and Spain. So much for 
the presentation of the Garter to the King of Spain. 


ROBBERIES AT L. C. AND D. STATIONS. 

On Tuesday morning it was discovered that the 
London, Chatham, pe | ver Railway station at 
Sittingbourne had ken into, the drawers 
forced open and ransac and some money stolen. 
The robbery appears to be one of a series; of 
burglaries committed at railway stations. Burglaries 
have previously been reported at the following 
stations on the same line—namely, Herne Bay, 
Whitstable, Canterbury, Dulwich, and Shortlands, 
and also at the Walmer and Sandwich station. 


THE TRANSVAAL. 

A Correspondent at Durban telegraphs that general 
uneasiness prevails owing to the preparations which 
are being made with a view to the possibility of an 
advance upon the Transvaal. ‘Lhey are evidently 
intended, he adds, either as a scrious demonstration 
to compel the signature of the Convention, or more 
fighting is expected. 


DEATH OF BARON JAMES DE ROTHSCHILD. 
Baron James de Rothschild, eldest sonof thelate 
Baron Nathaniel de Rothschild, died on Tuesday 
morning at his residence in the Avenue Friedland, 
Paris. 
THE LATE GALE. 


During a severe gale on Saturday morning nearly 
the whole of the completed portion of the new sea 
wall at Eastbourne gave way, and it is feared that 
further damage may follow. On both the lrish and 
Scotch coasts great damage was done to shipping, 
The gale on the Irish southern coast has been accom- 
panied by high tides and heavy rain, and many of 
the streets in Cork have been laid under water. The 
wreck of the Austrian barque Idonico, near Oyster 
Haven, was attended with the loss of nine lives, 
including the young wife of the captain, who madea 
desperate attempt to save the poor lady. 


LAST WEEK’S WRECKS. 

There were ninety British and foreign actual 
wrecks, of which fifty were British, including eleven 
British and four foreign steamers, reported during 
the past week, making a total of 1454 for the pre- 
sent year, or an increase of 417 as compared with the 
corresponding period of last year. The increase on 
the week was fifty-three. The approximate value 
of property lost was £7,000,000, including British 


~ 


£4,000,000. Fifty-eight vessels, mostly English, 
were lost off the coasts of the United Kingdom. The 
number of persons lost and missing was no less than 
673, avery large total, and almost. unprecedented 
for one week. The absolnte loss of coals was 7406 
tons, or a pecuniary loss of about £7000. 


LOSS OF A DUTCH STEAMER. 

Nothing has-been heard of the six: missing boats 
of the Dutch steamer König der Nederlanden, which 
contained when they left the sinking vessel 175 
passengers. ‘lhe authorities at Ceylon have been 
requested by telegraph to dispatch a steamer with- 
out delay in search of the boats. 


A SERIOUS ACCIDENT OCCURRED ON THE MIDLAND 
RAILWAY 

on Saturday last. The points of the line had 
been left open after a mineral train had been 
run into the weighing siding near Desford, 
when the express from Burton to Leicester ran 
into the siding, and dashed at nearly full speed 
into the coal train. ‘The rear guard’s van and 
six of the mineral trucks were splintercd into pieces, 
the guard escaping by leaping out on seeing acol- 
lision inevitable. The engine of the express leaped 
on to the débris and rolled over upow its side. Very, 
few passengers were in the train, but three of them 
were killed, and eight were seriously injured, others 
also were suffering from slight injuries. Most of the 
carriages of the express were more or less damaged. 
Every assistance was rendered to the injured, medical 
aid speedily arriving from Leicester, 

The inquest with reference to the fatal collision on 
the Midland Railway was opened at Leicester on 
Monday. Evidence was given by a signalman to the 
effect that the pointsman in the box had instructed 
him to signal to the express to advance on the main 
line; but, the points being open, it ran into the 
siding and came into collision with a goods-train. 
The inquiry was adjourned. 


RAILWAY COLLISION NEAR HARROGATE. 


Last Monday evening a serious collision occurred 
at Pannal Junction, near Harrogate, between the 
6.30 North-Eastern train from Leeds to Harrogate 
and the North anda Newcastle goods-train. ‘here 
were two engines to the passenger-train, as it was a 
heavy one. The three engines were pilcd up in a 
heap, several carriages were overturned, five pas- 
sengers were injured, and four railway serviuits, 
mostly serious. No person was killed. 
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Frozen Merat.—On Monday the Orient line steamer 
Garonne arrived at Plymouth, having on board a cousign- 
ment of frozen carcases of sheep from Sydney. The cai cases 
weigh about 150 tons,

CANADIAN Inports.—The following is a statement of the 
imports of Canada for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1831 :-— 
Total value, 105,330,724 dols.; entered for home con- 
sumption, 91,611,607 dols. As compared with last year, 
these figures show an increase of 18,840,977 dols., and 
19,529,255 dols. respectively. The returns of the exports 
have not yet been received.

some years. According to his own account, John 
Klahn, after leaving home, made his way to the 
Huskisson Branch Dock, where the Cyprian was 
lying, and after waiting about for some time he 
watched his opportunity and slipped on board 
when he could do so without attracting atten- 
tion, and hid himself under a shelf in the 
forecastle, as far as he could judge about two 
hours before the ship left the dock. Some 
hours afterwards he was discovered by several of the 
sailors, but they did not appear to take much notice 
of his presence. But, a few hours before the vessel 
struck off Niven, the captain passed him, and asked him 
who he was, and he told him. The attention of the 
captain was then drawn away by an attempt to 
launch the life-boat by the sailors, but the endeavour

proved futile, as the boat was stove in as it was being 
lowered. ‘Klahn remained on deck, and some time 
after this incident oceurred: the scene which has 
brought the name of Captain Strachan somewhat 
prominently before the public during the past few 
days. The captain, seeing the young stowaway

THE LIFE-BOAT RESCUES 


effected since that sadly memorable hurricane have 
added fresh honour to the National Life-Boat Insti- 
tution, the invaluable services of which can only be 
rightly estimated by a careful study of the annual 
Wreck Chart of the United Kingdom. A few of the 
most recent gallant actions, nevertheless, may be 
cited in this season of continuous storms. 

The Harwich tug and life-boat left Harwich early 
last Sunday morning in response to signals of distress 
from a vessel ashore on the Cork Sand, which proved 
to be the Swedish barque Iris, of and from Gefle, 
bound to Algoa Bay, with a cargo of deals. The 
life-boat succeeded in rescuing tne crew ot twelve 
hands, and with the tug afterwards proceeded to the 
French fishing-lngger Madeleine, of Boulogne, 
ashore on Gunfleet Sand, but on arriving there found 
the vessel deserted. It was afterwards ascertained 
that the crew of sixteen hands had been landed at

The barque Iron Crown drove ashore off Tyne- 
mouth Pier on Thursday se’nnight in a tremendous 
sea.

Dibdin, after a hard struggle. The Charles Dibdia 
life-boat went out again the following morning, and 
performed another gallant service, having, with

Iron Crown, who was in great danger. 

A shocking disaster took place off Douglas, Isle of 
Man, on Thursday week. The Lebu went ashore, 
when the second life-boat put off and rescued the 
master, his wife, and fifteen of thecrew. Just as the 
last man swung off a heavy sea capsized the life-boat, 
when four of the crew, and the captain and seven 
men of the Lebu were lost. On Sunday last, 
the bodies of Campbell, Kelly, Clucas, and Elliott, 
four of the crew of the Manchester and Salford 
Sunday-School life-boat, who lost their lives, were 
interred at the same time, at. Braddon Cemetery, 
near Douglas. ‘Ihe coffins were covered with the 
union jack and a profusion of wreaths. The funeral 
cortége comprised four hearses, four mourning-

comprises an admirably efficient rocket service, and 
on the north-east coast a staff of Naval Volunteers, 
who do useful work whenever a gale breaks upon 
our shores. H.R.H. the Duke of Edinburgh has 
this year practically tested the efficiency of the Coast 
Guards and the Brigades of Naval Volunteers—all 
honour to them! Despite the most strenuous efforts 
of these brave volunteers, mishaps will sometimes 
occur: witness the accident of a fall from the 
life-saving basket illustrated in one of our 
Engravings. But they are not unseldom for- 
tunate in their work of humanity. We have 
an instance in point from Hartlepool—an account of 
a smart rescue which we are sure no Englishman will 
read of with greater pleasure and pride than Admiral 
the Duke of Edinburgh. 

Although the gale slightly moderated off Hartle- 
pool during Sunday evening, it was renewed with the 
rise of the tide on Monday morning, and about one 
o’clock the coastguard, who had heen vigilantly on 
the look out, decried, about a mile to the eastward 
of the Heugh Light, a vessel flying signals of distress. 
The life brigade, under the command of Mr. Wraite, 
chief officer, was quickly assembled, and the rocket 
apparatus stationed at the Heugk was run out, on 
to the cliff, in readiness for action. In about half- 
an-hour the vessel, which proved to be the Swedish 
brig Eastu, Captain Erichsen, of Oscarshamn, 
from Eknes to Hartlepool, with pit props, drove on 
to the rocks on the east side of the new breakwater, 
and began to strike heavily in a perfect cauldron 


Loa 
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of boiling sea, which ever and anon broke over the 
pier with a roar like artillery. Very promptly a 
rocket was fired and the line thrown over the 
stranded vessel, whose crew had been forced to take 
shelter in the rigging. They hauled the block on 
board, but while the buoy was being sent ou board 
the gear became entangled in the rocks and rendered 
useless. In this emergency the coastguard took their 
“ heaving cane ” on to the new pier, which was con- 
tinualiy being buried in foam, rendering their 
passage one of great difficulty and danger; 
but. assisted by Captain Meldrum, of the steam- 
ship George Gowland, and Tom Reed, cox- 
swnin of the National life-boat, they soon estab- 
lished a hawser communication with the vessel, 
along which the captain and crew of seven 
climbed safely to the pier. The rising tide had now 
caused the sea to break so furiously that the main- 
mast was in momentary danger of being carried 
awav. Had this been so the bapless crew must have 


perished, and in all probability some of the life , 


brigade would have been killed. Onreaching the 
shore, after a perilous climb along the pier, the poor 
fellows were taken indoors by Captain Meldrum and 
others, and their wants duly cared for. The captain 
sustained injury to the head and one leg.

Down to this time Captain Webster had preserved 
the management: but now—having, it is true, seen 
all the passengers into the boat—he placed a 
life-buoy on himself and jumped, being hauled on 
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board by the occupants of the boat. The chief 
engineer and one of the crew followed his example, 
and the boat was at once cut away. Previous to

ing him alife-buoy. Mr. Sidler refused, and the cap- 
tain thereupon rejoined, “If you won't I will,” and 
immediately did so. The crew remaining on board 
were startled at his desertion, and when the captain 
reached the boat they could see that the passengers 
there were upbraiding him for leaving so many of 
his men to their fate in a sinking ship.

Her decks were washed from stem to stern, and she 
gradually but surely dropped by the head. As 
morning broke the Clan Macduff began to settle 
down att, the water pouring in from between decks 
through the saloon. The crew once more betook 
themselves to baling. The officers bravely cheered 
them on, but the water still gained, and was forcing 
its way into the store-room from amidships. At 
noon on the Friday the decks were level with the sea. 
At this time a steamer was sighted to leeward. A 
cheer went up from the storm-tossed vessel, the crew 
rushed to the deck to see the sail, and at its sight 
some of them actually cried with joy, and then once 
more hurried below to resume the baling. Two 
of the men ascended the main rigging, and 
hoisted sheets and flags to attract attention. 
Even when the steamer got within four miles, 
however, no notice was taken of these 
signals. The steamer got ahead of them, and on 
seeing it apparently leaving them to their fate the 
crew of the Clan Macduff abandoned hope. Sud- 
denly the steamer put about, and thon another out- 
burst of cheering went up from the excited and 
exhausted men. In two hours

Clan Macduff into the water one after the other, and 
were safely drawn on board the first boat. Three of 
the crew had sustained such shocks to their nervous 
system that they had to be flung bodily over the side 
of the Clan Macduff by the chief officer.

A SURVIVOR’S NARRATIVE OF A BOAT 
VOYAGE. 

One of the passengers, Mr. L. J. Ward, gave a 
graphic account of the hairbreadth escape of himself 
aud companions :—‘‘I ama comedian, and am one of 
a dramatic company of eleven persons who sailed in 
the Clan Macduff to perform an engagement in 
Bombay.

For thefirst time we tacked the 
boat and went against the wind, steering her by the 
rudder, and helping the sail by the one oar we had, 
and she made fair way to cross the steamer’s bows.

PARNELLISM. 
MR. PARNELL—IN GAOL ? 


Pretty clear is it that stone walls do not a prison 
make, nor iron bars a cage, at Kilmainham. We 
had it on the authority of the Standard’s Commis- 
sioner that, upon his calling to see the Home Rule 
Leader the day after his arrival in Kilmainham 
Prison, “he was, as usual, carefully dressed, and 
wore a small round smoking-cap. He appeared to 
be cheerful, and 1 may at once say that throughout 
the interview he abstained from any expression 
of hostility or resentment against the Government, 
or any member of it. The room into which he was 
removed yesterday is that lately occupied by Father 
Sheehy, and is about the best and most cheerful at the 
Governor’s disposal. The ladies of the Land League 
and others have filled it with books and bright- 
coloured furniture, so that there is nothing tosuggest 
the gloomy cell and clanking chains to which the 
American illustrated journals were pleased to repre- 
sent the fragile form of the obstreperous priest. A 
bright fire was burning in the old-fashioned fire- 
place, and before this we sat.” 

Since the appearance of the “ No-Rent” mani- 
festo of the Land League, signed by Mr. Parnell and 
his fellow-prisoners, the authorities have been 
justified in restricting the liberty of the reckless 
and lawless speakers who have done so much 
mischief in Ireland by diverging from the paths 
of orderly and legitimate agitation.

she stood. Mr. Maxwell Grant, special correspondent 
for a London newspaper, was then cross-examined 
by her, and she adopted the same course in the case 
of Mr. J. Drew Gay, who had been similarly employed, 
After some brief evidence by Mr. Beer Douglas, the 
prisoner addressed the jury, and cross-examined 
Captain Philp. During the latter part of Satur- 
day’s proceedings the accused fell down in a faint- 
ing fit. After protesting they could not agree upon 
a verdict, the jury on Monday eventually found 
Mabel guilty, recommending the prisoner to mercy. 
The learned Judge took into consideration the fact 
of the prisoner having already been some time in

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months. Replying to the prisoner, his Lordship 
refused to reserve any point for argument. 


ANOTHER MURDER IN 
TRELAND. 


A shocking murder, believed to be agrarian, was 
committed at Rath Clooney, about a mile from 
Spancilhill, Ennis, last Saturday night. The victim 
was a tenant-farmer named Michael Molony. 
Between seyen and eight p.m. he was sitting in the 
parlour, when two shots were fired through the 
window, and he received the contents of both charges 
in the breast and neck. His son, who was sleeping 
in the next room, jumped out of bed and ran into 
the parlour. His father was lying on the floor speech- 
less, and almost immediately expired. Mrs. Molony 
had a narrow escape. She had only turned away 
from the window after partly closing the shutters 
when the shots were fired, and the slugs passed 
across her face, fortunately not doing her any harm. 
The deceased was a tenant of Mr. Horace Staford 
O’Brien, and held a valuable farm at a moderate 
rent. Molony had not been on friendly terms with 
his neighbours for some time past, and he received a 
good deal of annoyance from them by their throwing 
down his fences and his hay, for which he had them 
summoned and fined at the petty sessions. 


ARREST IN LIMERICK FOR 
MURDER, 


A commercial traveller, numed Pearson, of Cork, 
has been arrested at Limerick for the murder of 
Molony. A revolver was found on him. He 
admitted that he fired the shot, but said he did so 
in self-defence. At the inquest on Saturday the 
jury returned a verdict that deceased died froma 
revolver wound inflicted by John Pearson, but that 
there was no evidence to show whether in self-defence 
or not.

Waar a theme for an auctioneer! Another, and 
for the time being unsuccessful, effort to dispose of 
the Great Eastern steam-ship, now lying at Milford 
Haven, was made on Oct. 19 in the Captains’ Rooms 
at Lloyd’s, where Mr. C. W. Kellock, of the firm of 
auctioneers of that name, put up the vessel for sale 
by auction. Addressing a crowded assembly, Mr. 
Kellock spoke briefly of the wonderful and world- 
renowned piddie and screw steamer designed by 
Isambard Brunel, and built by Scott Russell and 
Co. on the banks of the Thames at Millwall in 1858. 
By way of counteracting any prej udice entertained 
against the vast dimensions of the ship, the 
auctioneer stated that at the time she was built the 


Scotia, 379 ft. long, belonging to the Cunard 
Company, was considered a marvel. A few years 
later, the Servia was constructed, 151 ft. longer than 


the Scotia; and he had, the other day, the privilege 
of being on board the City of Rome in her trial-trip —
